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THERE IS HOPE 


The announcement that the railroad company has concluded to 
pave Macdonald Avenue is certainly encouraging. While that is a 
long way from what they should do it is a move in the right di- 
rection and gives us courage to hope that the day is not distant 
before the company will give Richmond decent service at reasonable 
rates. That of course is the object towards which the city must 
continually aim, and while it can be thankful for small favors it 
must not rest contented with them. 

The protest against the delay in double tracking Pullman Avenue 
is along the right direction. If the company will do as it should the 
people of. Pullman should not hesitate to go at once to the Railroad 
Commission and get it to act in the premises. When the petition to 
the Railroad Commission is presented the city should go a step far- 
ther and urge the reduction of rates. Why not appeal to the Com- 
mission to settle once for all the disadvantages that the Traction 
company is heaping upon Richmond? Why not ask the Commission 
to insist that a city of eighteen thousand shall not be treated worse 
than a country village? 

It should not be forgotten for a moment that the company is 
not doing what it should in justice to Richmond, and that if this 
town will make a good strong, and vigorous protest it will: have no 
difficulty in bringing the Commissien to terms.The Oakland street 
car company is now owned by people who are only interested in 
the dividends that it pays, and the measure of success of its em- 
ployees will be the money they save for exportation across the At- 
lantic. In other words the more the people of Richmond, and others 
who live along the line, are exploited the better pleased the stock- 
holders in London or in Europe will be pleased. What care they 
for Richmond, or for the convenience of the people who live here? 
If the residents of Pullman have to wade through mud, who cares 
on Belgravia Square, or elsewhere in England? 
any justice out of the railroad company is to force it out and the 
sooner the people begin to realize that the better. 

Let Pullman lead in a demand upon the company through the 
Commission and let the rest of the community back it up with a 
demand for better services and lower rates, and the result will be 
a line that will help build up the town, and which will not gouge the 
people out of high fares and unreasonable prices for one of the 
worse services in California. 


TOO MUCH POLITICS 


If ever there was an administration that should have been free 
from politics it should have been that of Woodrow Wilson. He was 
elected very largely by Republican votes, and so nearly unanimously 
that he could be independent of his party. It is true that he was 
a minority President so far as the popular vote is concerned, but that 
only serves to emphasize the fact that he could afford to be won par- 
tisan in the highest sense of the word. ’ 

No one, of ‘course, expected the President not to recognize his 
own party in making appointmnets, although both his predecessors 
with an overwhelming popular and electorial vote behind them made 
many appointments from Wilson’s party, but of course the Democ- 
racy was hungry after its long absence from the pie counter, and 
no one objected to Democrats being chosen as postmasters, and for 
the other jobs that were to be handed around. 

But considering the fact that Wilson owed his election to Repub- 
liean votes he made a grave, mistake at the very beginning of his’ 
administration by removing, as he did notably in this state, the Re- 

publican who gave him two of the electorial votes of California, and 
replacing by partisans whose only qualifications for the job was that 
they professed to be Democrats, and wanted the salaries. It would 
have been much wiser to have waited until the term of the Republi- 
eans expired and then have appointed Democrats to take their 
places. 

But everywhere and all along the line the same petty partisan- 
ship has been shown, and Wilson as a civil service reformer has 
shown himself immeasurably below and inferior to Cleveland. The 
ridiculous, and yet at the same time disgraceful, handling of the 
Mexican trouble is due entirely to polities and to the effort of Bryan 
and Wilson to show that they were infinitely wiser than those who 
were on the ground and knew conditions. The Philippines are being 
exploited by the same incompetents for the benefit of officeholders 
and theorists and the gravest résults are sure to follow from Wil- 
s0n’s reactionary policy there. 

In ‘this state everything has been sacrificed to help out the 
position of the administration and to secure the support of England, 
‘g@nd both the Japanese: question and the canal question have been 
pushed in order that the administration’ might save its face. It is 
& notable fact that while the South, through Alabama, has just re- 
tarned« Underwood after his refusal to be coerced into an un- 
American position by Wilson, so Senator Burton of Ohio announces 
that he’ knows that his position of favoring the imposition of tolls 
on American shipping is so unpopular in his state that he will not 
venture to be a candidate again. 

Everywhere the same results are in evidence. 


A WOMAN AS PROBATION OFFICER. 


The suggestion that a woman should be on the county probation 
board, or that if it is too late to make the appointment, that a 
woman be appointed assistant probation officer, so that Richmond 
may have a woman authorized to act in such cases, is a wise sug- 
gestion and we trust will be carried out by those in authority to 
do so. 

In the very nature of things a man cannot handle cases in which 
young girls are involved. They are almost always of one kind, and 
that kind requires the counsel, advice and assistance of a woman, 
not a man. Even if the man be of the most sympathetic nature 
and willing to do all he can, his sex exposes him to criticism and a 
wrong construction of his motives, and if he be wise he will be 
very careful how he handles such cases where girls are involved. 
Not unfrequently charges wholly unfounded, but none the less 
damning and ruinous, are made by girls against men who, as offi- 
cers of the court or in a spirit of philanthropy, have tried to help 
them, and the safest plan is to have a woman placed on the work. 
We regret that one of the two appointees from Richmond is not a 
woman, but if that be now impossible, the scheme of an assistant 
officer who is a woman should be tried at once.
